North of Madoc there's a 
vegetable_farm called Rail- 
way Creek Farm. The farm 
grows OCPP verified or- 


ganic vegetables on approxi- 
mately 3 acres. - Elly 
Blanchard and Jean 


Finlayson, the gardeners, 
specialize mostly in lettuce, 
spinach, garlic, asparagus, 
carrots, leeks, and last but 
not least, a delicious salad 
mix. Many popular and unu- 
sual vegetables are also 
grown for diversity. Some 
of the common crops they 
grow are a variety of tomato 
cultivars, pickling cucs, and 
annual herbs. Some unusual 
varieties are sweet potato and 
purple beans. This year, Elly 
and Jean are experimenting 
with strawberries and rasp- 
berries grown organically. 
Farmers’ Market 
Elly and Jean have been 
selling their vegetables at the 
farm and at the Belleville 
Farmer’s Market since 1995. 
This spring they're prepar- 
ing for an all-new Madoc 
Farmers’ Market, planned 
for the vacant lot next to Pick 
‘n Save downtown. 
Winter Activities 
During the winter, Elly 
spends a great deal of time 
with her children. Jared is 5, 
and sister Natalie is 3. (Dur- 
ing the summer, they spend 


a great deal of time with 
Mom while she's at work in 
the gardens.) Winter is the 
time to read gardening 
books as well, and to catch 
up on accumulated maga- 
zines from the numerous 
organizations to which they 
belong. Elly and Jean.also 
attend workshops and meet- 
ings. Elly takes inventory of 
all the seeds and orders more 
from several Canadian and 
American seed companies. 
She also orders any equip- 
ment and materials needed, 
such as row covers and irri- 
gation parts. All other pa- 
perwork, bookkeeping and 
planning is done now to be 
ready for the summer. 

March Gardening Ac- 
tivities 

At the beginning of 
March, Jean seeds onions in 
flats and places them under 
lights. Later, the lettuces and 
other early crops will be 
started indoors. As the 
spring nears, all the flats will 
be placed in the greenhouse, 
then out of doors, before 
they are set out in the grow- 
ing beds in May and June. 

Elly and Jean strongly 
believe in creating a healthy 
environment for the plants to 
grow in, by following four 
basic rules of thumb. The 
first rule is - use the least

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Horses get anew lease on life at

Northbrook - To 
patience and kindness, add 
affection and an occasional 
bit of “horseplay,” and 
you've got the recipe for 
success as enjoyed by 
Sasha’s Legacy Equine 
Rescue. Bev and Tom 
Blackwell and 9 part-time 
volunteers run the non-profit 
horse rescue centre at a 
three-and-a-half acre farm, 
just off the O’ Donnell Road 
in Addington Highlands. Bev 
says she pinned her dream 
of the centre's existence on 
the name of “a wonderful 
mare that I had for 22 years. 
The bond between us was 
very strong. Sasha was one 
horse in a lifetime; I've had 
many but none have 
compared”. The centre’s 
namesake succumbed to 
cancer, and she was buried 
on the property. 
Tucker and Tessa 
Nowadays; there’s 
Tucker, a 15 year-old dark 
bay gelding and an ex- jumper 
who will be ready for 
adoption in late spring. 
Tucker has a flipped palate, 
and he previously suffered 
from a back injury. He can 
no longer be used for 
jumping, but he can be 
ridden.

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Winnipeg, MB - 
Reduced tillage - the farming 
practice of minimizing soil 
disturbance and leaving crop 
residues on the field - is 
catching on in Canada. 

A recent Ipsos-Reid study 
shows the number of 
farmers practicing reduced 
tillage has more than doubled 
in the past five years. Acres 
seeded in Canada using 
reduced tillage systems has 
gone from 12 million in 1997 
to more than 24 million in 
2001. and reduced tillage 
acreage now accounts for 
39 per cent of all seeded 
acres in Canada. Farmers 
who practice reduced tillage 
have provided economic 
benefits for themselves and 
have positively affected the 
environment and our food 
supply. 


What is reduced tillage/ 
Why should people care? 


For as long as farmers 
have been growing crops, 
they have been plowing or 
tilling their fields, often up to 
three times a year in order 
to prepare for planting and 
control weeds. In recent 


years, however, the 
agriculture sector has 
benefitéd from new 


technology so that tillage 
isn’t always necessary. 
Instead, many farmers have 
adopted reduced tillage - or 
conservation tillage - 
practices that range from 
reducing the number of 
tillage passes over a field, 
‘right through to no tilling at 
all. 

One of the main benefits 
of reducing tillage is that it 
leaves crop residue, or 
stubble, on the ground, 
which literally helps block 
wind and water from eroding 
the soil and helps to preserve

valuable croplands. 

Additionally, when 
farmers adopt reduced tillage 
practices, they use less fuel 
and therefore contribute to 
the prudent use of non- 
renewable resources. As 
well, fields that receive less 
tillage contain a heavy 
amount of organic material 
that attracts and traps carbon 
dioxide from the atmosphere 
- thus helping to minimize 
the greenhouse effect that 
many scientists believe is 
contributing to global 
warming. 

Reduced tillage practices 
also help to keep water in the 
soil - an essential factor in 
coping with drought 
conditions such as those 
seen widely across Canada 
last summer, and in drought- 
prone areas around the 
world. Residue left on fields 
eventually decomposes and 
helps provide the filtration 
that holds the water. 

Reduced movement of 
water through the soil also 
helps protect water supplies 
by ensuring that nutrients 
intended to fertilize crops 
stay in the field, and that the 
soil itself stays in the field 
without washing into water 
sources.

Q: What’s the differ- 
ence between pesticides 
and fertilizer? 


A: Pesticides is a broad 
term for all chemical sub- 
stances used to control in- 
sects, diseases, weeds, fun- 
gus and other “pests” on 
plants, fruits, vegetables and 
animals. Fungicides, herbi- 
cides, sanitizers, growth 
regulators, fumigants, and 
insecticides are all pesti- 
cides. 

Pesticides are designed to 
attack particular pests with- 
out affecting beneficial or 
harmless insects or vegeta- 
tion or microorganisms. Fer- 
tilizers help maintain the fer- 
tility of soil for the healthy 
growth of plants and crops. 


Q: Why should I use 
pesticides on my lawn or 
garden? What’s wrong 
with a few weeds?

through the crop residue left 
on the ground, and advances 
in seed breeding have also 
helped develop hardier, cold 
tolerant seed that are suitable 
for cool spring growing 
conditions. 

Reducing tillage means 
crop. residue is not 
incorporated into. the 
ground, but instead, is left on 
the soil surface to protect it, 
and eventually, to decompose 
and improve the health of the 
soil. 


What are the benefits 
of reduced tillage 
systems? 


*Reducing tillage helps 
soil to hold on to moisture 
more effectively, allowing 
plants to use-water more 
efficiently and better resist 
drought conditions. 

*Reduced tillage practices 
help prevent soil erosion 
because stubble left on the 
field after harvest helps to 
literally hold on to soil and 
keep if from eroding, 
whether by wind or water. 

* A reduction in soil and 
water erosion means soil and 
nutrients stay on the field for 
use by the plant. 

*Reducing tillage helps to 
decrease the levels of carbon 
dioxide in the atmosphere by 
creating the soil properties 
that trap and store it. This 
helps reduce the amount of 
carbon dioxide in the 
atmosphere and minimize the 
greenhouse effect that many 
scientists believe is 
contributing to global 
warming. 

*By limiting the number 
of tillage passes, farmers 
reduce their fossil fuel 
consumption and contribute 
to the efficient use of non- 
renewable resources.

The global population is 
expected to grow from 
today’s 6 billion to 8.5 billion 
by 2025, with the bulk of the 
increase. in developing 
countries. The amount of 
agricultural land under 
production, however, is 
expected to remain at about 
one per cent of the world’s 
land mass. Reduced tillage 
practices can play a 
significant role. in helping 
farmers efficiently produce 
the food needed for a 
growing population, while 
conserving productive 
agricultural land for 
generations to come. 


How does reduced 
tillage contribute to 
sustainable farming? 


*One of the most 
important benefits of 
reduced tillage systems is the 
ability to conserve topsoil - 
in many areas of the world, 
only six inches or less of 
fertile topsoil remain. In 
areas. of extreme erosion, 
reducing tillage can reduce 
soil erosion rates by 90 per 
cent. 

*Reduced tillage practices 
also help improve soil health. 
Over time, soils become 
more fertile under reduced 
tillage management. Organic 
matter levels rise due to 
decaying stalks and stubble, 
and soil structure improves 


Farming practice has positive impact - study shows 
reduced tillage systems increasing across Canada 


because it is not routinely 
being broken up by plowing, 
a process that destroys 
macropores created by 
earthworm populations and 
root systems. Left intact, 
these macropores allow for 
better movement and 
availability of moisture and 
nutrients for crops. 


*Increased microbial 
activity from the many types 
of  soil-borne living 
organisms also contributes 
to soil health. When reduced 
tillage practices are adopted, 
microbial activity can 
increase by as much as 44 
per cent. 

* In reduced tillage 
systems, soil is not as prone 
to compaction, which is 
caused by running heavy 
equipment over fields and 
can create hard soil layers

that inhibit root growth. 
*Reduced tillage practices 
also contribute to improved 
atmospheric conditions. 
Reducing the number of 
trips across the field with 
tillage equipment can reduce 
fuel requirements by up to 
50 per cent, and contribute 


to the wise use of non- 


renewable resources. In 
addition, carbon stored in the 
soil remains in the soil 
instead of being released into 
the atmosphere by tillage. 


*Finally, the protective 
blanket of crop residue 
reduces the amount of 
airborne soil particles 
resulting from wind erosion. 
Leaving crop residue on the 
soil surface also helps to trap 
applied nutrients, ensuring 
crops have adequate 
nutrients to maximize yield.

“No,” he said. “I think they should help themselves by 
taking pictures. I’m not saying they have to go after a pit 
bull but they can certainly take a picture of a pit bull sitting 
on their property.” 

“The system that works is people willing to take the 
matter to court,” Mr. Myers said. 

He also noted that once negligent dog owners are shown 
“evidence” like photos of their wayward dogs and are made 
aware that a summons could be issued they should be more 
careful about where their dogs roam. 

Photos of dogs on public property or private property 
not their own would carry weight in court, he says. 

Council agreed that a letter be composed by Mr. Myers 
and municipal staff and sent to Asphodel Heights residents 
outlining the things they “can do and need to do” to get a 
firm conviction. 

They also asked staff to bring back a recommendation 
that the at-large penalty in the Township’s animal control 
by-law be increased to $180.

The Ontario Federation of Agriculture is pushing to have 
Bill 81 reintroduced i ie ee ee eee 
as possible. Bill 81 is the Nutrient Management Act whic 
has not yet received Government val. OFA says the 
hold-up is causing problems for farmers in terms of in- 
vestment and growth. The Minister of Agriculture has 
assured OFA that Bill 81 is a priority. But members are 
skeptical, because this Bill coincides with a leadership race. 

FA is developing a campaign called Contract With 
Consumers. The basic idea is that Ontario farmers will 
continue to grow more and more high-quality food - BUT 
- they'd like consumers to support them when they ap- 
proach the government for better programs and policies. 
Ontario (and Canadian) farmers already know that the food 
they produce is considered the safest and least expensive 
inthe world. What they would like to know, as well, is 
that the peopole who buy ‘and eat that food will support 
them when they need it.

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Medical Board Meets 
Gateway’s Goodhand 


Last Friday afternoon, 
The Centre Hastings Medi- 
cal Centre Board met with 
Jeanne Goodhand in Madoc. 
Ms. Goodhand ts Executive 
Director of The Gateway 
Community Health Centre in 
Tweed. This meeting was 
part of the Board's on-going 
efforts to deal with Madoc’s 
healtheare crisis. Dr, Derry 
will retire this summer, leav- 
ing the community without 
the full-time services of a 
physician. 

The meeting last Friday 
was called to discuss ways 
in which Madoc and Tweed 
might co-operate. It was 
exploratory in nature, and 
there were several questions 
asked as Ms. Goodhand de- 
scribed how Tweed had 
gone about getting a Com 
manity Health Centre in that 
A pigeybacking, or 
partnership, or some form of 
o-operation was discussed 
in general terms. Goodhand 
said she didn't see any prob- 
lems there at all. - Setting up 
a Committee with both 
towns equally represented ts 
a possibility. Again, Ms. 
Goodhand didn’t see any 
problem with this. She indi- 
cated that Tweed is open to 
helping and co-operating 
however possible. She 
stressed that a Needs As- 
sessment is where the proc- 
ess really begins; Tweed’s 
was done in 1999. 

A Needs Assessment is, 
in fact, going to be done for 
Madoc and:-area soon. It is 
the first step and an abso- 
lutely essential one. From 
this assessment a solid plan 


-of action can emerge, pre- 


paring the way to apply for 
funds from the government. 
Ms. Goodhand advised the 
Board that when the results 


of the assessment are in, 
studied, and the medical 
needs/wants of the area 
clearly known ... it is they 
who must decide what Ma- 
doc wants. In other words, 
the community must let the 
Minister of Health know, and 
not the other way around. 

There are means available 
(Ontario Medical Associa- 
tion) to cover the situation, 
but only on a temporary ba- 
sis. Doctors are available for 
short-term assignments, 
part-time assignments; this 
is not uncommon nowa- 
days. However ... the es- 
sential problem of attracting 
a resident doctor to the Vil- 
lage remains. The incentives 
that were once effective no 
longer seem to work. And 
these days, physicians pre- 
fer to work in salaried situa- 
tions with several others. 
They ‘re not interested in set- 
ling up individual practices 
in small, rural towns any- 
more. They're not interested 
in running their own bust- 
nesses in other words. A 
Community Health Centre 
employing several doctors 
would seem to be the an- 
swer. And this is the direc- 
tion in which Madoc ts 
headed. However, this is a 
project of a more long-term 
nature. Finding a replace- 
ment for Dr. Derry is an im- 
mediate problem. In the 
words of Board Chairman 
John Atkinson, “We are ig- 
noring nothing.” 

The Medical Centre Board 
is looking for volunteers to 
help with the upcoming 
medical needs survey. There 
will be data entry work, 
preparation of mailouts and 
flyers, fundraising, develop- 
ing and operating a new

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Lauri Payton grows organically 
in ‘dream’ greenhouse

Marmora & Lake - Af- 
ter a year’s hard work and 
many years of dreaming of 
having her own business, 
Lauri Payton will officially 
open Stone Edge Gardens to 
the public on May 3, 4 and 
5. Lauri and her partner, Rob 
Williams, have constructed 
two greenhouses on the 16- 
acre farm, living in the origi- 
nal 1827 limestone farm- 
house with-their four chil- 
dren, five cats and two dogs. 
While she personally predicts 
“an early spring” and she’s 
inviting the public to tour the 
green house in early May, 
she does not advocate plant- 
ing until at least mid-May. 
Stone Edge Gardens ts lo- 
cated south of Bonarlaw on 


Williams Road! 


Last summer was spent 
constructing the two green- 
houses; a 28" x 62’ that will 
eventually contain a ‘store’ 
area using the hemlock 
boards that their children 
spent the whole of last sum- 
mer staining. The second 
green house, 28° x 100° is 
where the growing takes 
place. Rob, who was instru- 
mental in the greenhouse 
construction, continues his 
full-time job as a master 
plumber/gas fitter for a com- 
pany in Wooler. 

Murphy’s Law (whatever 
could go wrong does go 
wrong) has been met head 
on by this determined cou- 
ple. The original dug well ran 
dry; two new wells were dug 
and went dry; finally a well 
driller was brought in. The 
couple was hoping, and 
budgeting, on finding water 
at about 50 feet; at 72 feet, 
they finally hit water but 
only four gallons a minute. 


. It was enough. 


“This year, we'll have 
premium crop annuals and 
take pre-orders for container 
plants, including herbs and 
herbal window boxes,” she 


explains in her cozy, coun- 
try kitchen. In addition to 
selling fresh herbs, Lauri got 
into selling herb-flavoured 
oils and vinegars three years 
ago, “using only the best ol- 
ive oil and rice wine.” She 
offers basil. lavender (her 
favourite) and rosemary, to 
name a few, contained in 
decorative bottles that are 
stoppered with cord and then 
waxed. Raffia decorates the 
neck of the bottles. They're 
sold at craft shows and on 
consignment through bulk 
stores and the Stirling Farm- 
ers’ Market from May to 
October. She also attends the 
Herb Fair in Belleville that is 
held the last weekend in May. 

However, Lauri is not a 
novice to growing herbs, 
annuals and perennials. For 
20 years, she managed 
Blooms Flower Garden in 
Belleville, a florist and gar- 
den centre. She also worked 
for Country Schoolhouse 
Gardens and Garden in 
Thyme in Stirling, buying the 
greenhouses and client list 
from the owners in March 
2001 when they wanted to 
retire. 

“Everything is grown 


organically and [T also have 
two, large vegetable gardens 
but not necessarily contain- 
ing the ‘usual’ vegetables. I 
grow Chinese rhubarb, fo-t 
herbs, garlic. melons. all 
kinds of peppers, Kale, on- 
ions, cabbage, parsley. dif- 
ferent kinds of lettuce, the 
majority of which ts for sale, 
as well as medicinal and 
spiritual produce. 

“My dream is for the fam- 
ily to be self-sustaining from 
our greenhouses,” she says. 
“We will be adding solar pan- 
els to help reduce the cost 
and we're also looking at 
wind power to provide some 
of our needs. Everything we 
do is earth friendly, includ- 
ing allowing whatever wild- 
life is on the property to live 
in peace. We have a hawk 
who comes every year to 
have her babies and brings 
them close to the house so 
we can get to meet them.” 

Ms Payton will be guest 
speaker at next week’s 
second meeting of the

Curle maple syrup operation |

For Marcus and Diane 
Curle it’s a way of life. . .it’s 


~ a case of carrying ona family 


tradition. 

After all maple syrup has 
been produced at the Curle’s 
Sugar Shack off Highway 30 
north of Campbellford since 
1862. Marc and Diane and 
family are now the sixth 
generation to carry on this 
truly Canadian heritage. 

On Friday, March |* the 
Quinte Maple Syrup 
Producers held its first 
tapping ceremony of 2002 
and the Curles had the 
honour of hosting the event 
at their unique 2,000-tap 
maple farm. Guest speaker 
for the occasion was Julie 
Meeks from the 
Bowmanville RCMP 
Detachment. She came 
dressed in her full red surge 
to take part in the 
ceremonies. 

It was the Producers 
Association decision to have 
Canada’s first police force 
kick off Canada’s first 
agricultural crop of the year, 
making Julie’s appearance a 
special one. 

The Curles use a three by 
12-foot lightening evaporator 
and an 18 by 30-inch

They also employ a 
reverse osmosis machine, 
which will process up to 500 
gallons of sap per hour. It 
will take-up to 75 per cent 
of the water from the sap, 
thereby saving many hours 
of boiling time. 

Marc and Diane tap | 000 
trees with buckets and 1,000 
taps with tubing. They do 
the sap gathering with a 
tractor mostly and on slower 
days Marc will hitch up the 
team of horses and collect 
the sap. 

An Early Start 

Like others in Ontario, the 
Curles got an early jump on 
maple syrup production this 
year because of the winter's 
abnormally mild 
temperatures. But Marcus 
says generally there has been 
a dramatic trend in the time 
transition in production 
during the past eight years 
or so. 

“Whereas once it was 
normal to be producing 
syrup in April now we're 
peaking in early February 
through to early March,” he 
said. 

Currently the Curles sell 
their total production of 
maple syrup right out of their 
Sugar Shack, including 
some 1,000 pounds of sugar

_ Sap flow does not occur 
every day throughout the 
sapping season.

Thus the 
amount of sap produced 
varies from day to day. 
Normally, a single taphole 
produces from a quart to a 
gallon of sap per flow period 
with a season accumulation 
of 10-12 gallons per tap hole 
likely.

is given to “prime” the 
animal's immune system and 
then a second vaccination is 
given in two weeks to a 
month later. This second 
vaccination or “booster” is 
done in order to boost the 
immune system in order to 
attempt to make sure the 
animal is fully protected 
against disease. After that, 
most vaccines are boosted 
annually to ensure the animal 
is protected. It should be 
noted that not all vaccines 
are the same and some 
vaccines need to be boosted 
more often than other 
vaccines. 

So, as a horse owner, 
what vaccines should you 
give to your horses? It 
depends. Factors like 
geography, the age of your 
horse, the number of horses 
present at your facility, the 
function of your horse, and 
whether your horse travels 
or not are key elements that 
influence the vaccination 
program that is best for your 
animal. For instance, a horse 
that is going to various 
shows is likely to be 
subjected to more germs 
than a gelding that never 
leaves the farm and therefore 
needs to be vaccinated 
differently. 

| recommend vaccinating 
every horse with a minimum 
of Rabies and Tetanus 
vaccine and to seriously 
consider vaccinating with 
Flu/Rhinopneumonitis and 
eastern and western equine 
encephalomyelitis (EEE/ 
WEE) vaccines annually. 
Rabies is deadly to both 
people and animals. Horses 
are highly susceptible to 
tetanus, a disease that follows 
wounds or cuts that become 
infected.

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Peterborough County is “Next Year Country”

Keene Area — Having 


weathered last year’s 
drought conditions in 
Peterborough County, two 
organic farmers in the 
Keene/Villier area are 
philosophical about 2002: “I 
figure it can’t be that bad two 
years in a row,” said Mark 
Davidson. 

Mark and his wife Sue 
and their three children live 
on Hope Mill Line off David 
Fife Line; they've been 
organic-farmers for the past 
two years. Ed Verhoeven and 
his partner Hilary Wear live 
five kilometers south and 
east of the Davidsons on 
Villier Line and he’s been 
raising organic field crops 
for four years, while Hilary 
grows organic vegetables 
and flowers which she sells 
at the Wednesday Farmer’s 
Market in Peterborough. 

Mark previously raised 
dairy cattle but gave it up 
due to the cost of the quota; 
he now raises dairy sheep. 
There is a huge freezer in one 
of the barns nearly full of 
frozen sheep’s milk to prove 
it. He has 200 ewes and 
expects to have 300 in the 
flock by the end of lamming 
season. He grows spelt, 
soybeans, buckwheat, rye 
and feed crops such as oats, 
barley and hay. 

Davidson took over his 


parents’ farm and has 250 
acres under cultivation at his 
own farm plus 50 aeres he 
rents and another farm he’s 
rented with between 50-60 
acres. About 30 per cent of 
his land is now certified 
organic, the rest is “in 
transition” until this year. 
(You are in transition from 
the year you stop using 
fertilizers and sprays until 
three years have elapsed.) 

Rejuvenating the land 
requires that the farmer use 
no great quantity of pig 
manure: in fact all manure 
used must be composted. 
Crops raised on_ this 
transitional land are sold as 
transitional seed. 

Both men sell their crops 
to Peter Leahy of the 
Lakefield area who cleans 
and processes the grain and 
re-sells it to local companies 
such as Stickling’s Bakery 
and JoAnne’s Place, and 
distant points such as Japan. 
Germany, England, 
Switzerland as well as the 
Province of Quebec. Leahy 
also sells organic seed. Leahy 
grows organic beef, 
pumpkins and eggs. 

“I was really influenced 
by my grandmother, Alice 
Davidson,” Mark says. “She 
lived in Keene and was 
always ‘organic’ but we 


didn’t call it that them. She. 


was always against sprays 
and so Eve always leaned in 
that direction.” 

Ed Vanhoeven, on the 
other hand, turned to organic 
grains when he sold his dairy 
cows four years ago and, at 
the urging of Hilary, decided 
to give organic a whirl. The 
first year, he planted spelt 
and “it did okay. I found that 
organic was more 
economical to grow. As I did 
more reading about it, I felt 
it was better to be organic.” 

" Verhoeven is-the son of 
Dutch immigrants who 
came to Canada in the 1950s 
and established their farm on 
Villier Line. On that same 
farm, Ed now has a herd of 
20 beef cattle which are fed 
organic hay, but are not 
strictly organic: if one gets 
sick, it is treated with 
antibiotics. However, the 
whole herd is not on daily 
antibiotics. He doesn’t go 
fully organic because he 
doesn't feel there is enough 
of a premium price on 
organic beef. As well, if he 
buys stock that can’t be 
certified, he would have to 
keep them separate from 
certified stock. He prefers to 
have-a closed herd by, not 


bringing in stock from off 


the farm. 
The cows are beginning 
to calve now and he expects 


his herd to grow by at least 
10 this year. 

Both are now certified 
organic by inspectors from 
the Organic Crop Producers 
and Processors and belong 
to the Organic Crop 
Improvement Association. 

And, both Mark and Ed 
are keeping a close eye on 
the weather to see how soon 
they can start planting. Ed 
has decided to try growing 
millet this year as well as 
placing a big focus on 
soybeans. 

The earliest Mark has 
planted is March 27, the 
latest April 15. Spring rainfall

On March 23%, Ontario 
will be introduced to a new 
premier as the provincial 
Progressive Conservatives 
elect a néw leader of the 
party—a replacement for the 
retiring Premier Mike Harris. 
The role to be played by the 
farming community in this 
selection process may strike 
many as insignificant, but 
for the farming industry, the 
results will be critical.

elections. They organize all- 
candidate meetings where 
anyone seeking election or 
re-election is expected to 
demonstrate a genuine 
knowledge and interest in ag- 
riculture now and into the 
future. 

This is done with the ex- 
pectation that successful 
candidates will remember the 
farmers they met during the 
campaign and be prepared to 
work with them after the 
election to get the best pos- 
sible policies and programs 
enacted. In most cases, the 
candidates are from the lo- 
cal riding and are somewhat 
accessible to the general

they built their elegant new 
sugar house with its state- 
of-the art stainless steel 
evaporator. 

“When we built the new 
sugar house with its new 
equipment we wanted to

Tax Act amendment being 
proposed would eliminate 
our consortium’s court ac- 
tion, in effect discriminating 
against the Boards like ours 
who have been waiting for 
those increased GST re- 
bates,” explains Business 
Superintendent Bob Allison. 

Retroactive to ‘91 

“The amendment, if 
adopted as proposed by the 
Minister of Finance, would 
be made retroactive to Janu- 
ary, 1991 when the GST 
came into effort,” he adds. 
“Therefore this Board would 
stand to lose $1.6 million.” 

Good news has surfaced 
for transportation as trustees 
decided to distribute an ad- 
ditional $724,562 in trans- 
portation funding to the 
Board’s bus operators. 
When the provincial Minis- 
try of Education announced 
the additional, one-time fund- 
ing to school boards in De- 
cember, it indicated the mon- 
ies were to be used to ad- 
dress cost pressures in trans- 
portation. 

“We have been having dis- 
cussions with our 50 bus op- 
erators regarding the distri- 
bution of the funds,” says 
Administrative Services Su- 
perintendent Joe Huber. ““Ad- 
ministration will proceed 
with disbursing the funds.” 

It is the second time in 
two vears that the Board has 
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received and distributed to 
the operators additional pro- 
vincial funding to compen- 
sate for the escalating cost 
of fuel and other pressures. 

Courtice South Closure 

Trustees offered final ap- 
proval for the closure of 
Courtice South Public 
School in Clarington, effec- 
tive June 30°. The decision 
was in line with recommen- 
dations offered by a joint 
community/Board ad hoc 
school review committee, 
community members, ad- 
ministration and the Board's 
own Committee of the 
Whole. 

‘Trustees also decided to 
transfer the 254 junior kin- 
dergarten to grade 3 students 
from Courtice South to the 
new dual track elementary 
school now being built near 
Prestonvale Road and to 
Lydia Trull PS, effective 
Sept. 2002. Up to $20,000 
will be set aside for the 
move. Administration will 
proceed with disposing of 
the Courtice building and 
property once they are 
empty.

4-A 
can require quite a balanc- 
ing act. 

“It (maple syrup) is more 
than a hobby but it is part- 
time,” she says. “Still, we 
enjoy it.” 

The addition of the new 
sugar house has streamlined 
things substantially. The old 
house was on Lori’s moth- 
er’s farm but it was way 
back into the woods. 

“Tt was a beautiful setting 
but it was an old building and 
the evaporator was 40-50 
years old and needed desper- 
ately to be replaced.” 

” The Burtts knew that “if 
they wanted a business they 
had to go this way.” 

They have no doubt they 
made the right decision. 

“It has worked out so 
well,” Lori says. 

The new house is in a 
perfect location for visiting 
school groups and others 
who might not have been able 
to trek back into the woods 
to visit the old sugar house. 

Before, they had to bring 
everything in including the 
syrup and there was no hy- 
dro or water. 

“Tt is a lot more efficient 
here,” Lori says, noting the 
gleaming stainless steel 
equipment and a secondary 
room where they can sell 
their “Seal of Quality” ma- 
ple syrup products. 

The Ontario Maple Seal 


_ of Quality is a voluntary pro- 


ducer-led quality assurance 
program that allows produc- 
ers to rate their maple opera- 
tion from woodlot to the 
packaged maple syrup. 

“It is similar to the envi- 
ronmental farm plan,” says 
Lori. “You grade your own 
farm step-by-step: every- 
thing from the sugar bush 
itself to the roads, the taps 
on the trees and how the fin- 
ished product is presented. 

“It is a producer-run not 


government run thing,” she | 


adds. 

Monitors from the Pro- 
ducers Association and gov- 
ernment inspectors ensure 
compliance with the criteria 
established by the Ontario 
Maple Producers Associa- 
tion (OMSPA).. 

“People like te°seé this,” 
Lori says. The OMSPA seal 
also means producers can 
charge a little bit more for 
their product in retail estab- 
lishments. 

Linlor Farm produces 
maple syrup, maple butter 
and maple sugar and utilizes 
the services of Brenda 
Steed’s “candy kitchen” in 
nearby Otonabee-South 
Monaghan to finish some of 
their products. 

That brings up the ques- 
tion of predicting this year’s 
production.

Asked on Feb. 19 about 
this year's production Lori 
said she really didn't “have 
a clue” about how things 
were going to turn out. 

“We really haven't had a 
winter. In southwestern On- 
tario they made syrup in 
January (and) they are gen- 
erally two to three weeks 
ahead (of us). It is so de- 
pendent on the weather.” 

“T anticipate it is going to 
be an early year,” she pre- 
dicted, noting that the 
Steed’s farm was already 60 
per cent tapped. The Burtts 
had yet to tap their trees and 
were wary of tapping too 
soon (90 per cent of their 
taps require buckets). 

“When we first started 
we made enough to fill or- 
ders and for our family. Now 
we try to meet as much as 
we can in a year.”

And those orders are glo- 
bal with maple syrup find- 
ing its way to places as di- 
verse as China, India, Cali- 
fornia and Japan, where 
maple syrup is a delicacy. 

“It is kind of a unique 
product. There is no other 
place in the world where it 
can grow.” 

Canada and the United 
States are the only maple 
syrup producing countries in 
the world and Ontario is the 
fourth largest producer in the 
world. 

Lori admits that when 
they first started out as pro- 
ducers things could be frus- 
trating because of the 
weather. 

“We just went with the 
flow. You really do have a 
small window.” 

Ninety per cent of their 
sales are at the farm gate 
with some sold at market, 
like the burgeoning one in 
Hastings, and at other retail 
outlets. Lori enjoys the op- 
portunity of educating peo- 
‘ple about this “unique” Ca- 
nadian product.

Trillium Foundation Grant 
Health Needs Study To Begin Soon | 


This past Tuesday, March 
19", The Centre Hastings 
Medical Centre Board had 
something to cheer about for 
a change. The Ontario 
Trillium Foundation an- 
nounced on Tuesday the ap- 
proval of a $40,000 grant to 
Madoc for the Health Needs 
Assessment project. The 
grant was realized because 
of combined community ef- 
fort. Community members, 
local municipal govern- 
ments, and the Medical Cen- 
tre Board all worked together 
to make it a reality. 

John Atkinson who 
Chairs the Needs Assess- 
ment Work Group said, “The 
generous funding of $40,000 
will provide the opportunity 
to examine what health serv- 
ices are presently being pro- 
vided ... and what health 
services are needed within 
the communities of central 
Hastings. It’s the goal of the 
Medical Centre to gather rel- 
evant information, and with 
community and political sup- 
port, to put forward a pro- 
posal to the Southeastern 
Ontario District Health 
Council, and the Ministry of 
Health for the development 
of a Community Health Cen- 
(ré.:: 

The Medical Board has 


determined that the most ef- 
fective model of health care 
delivery would be a Commu- 
nity Health Centre. There are 
a number of them around the 
province, and they've proven 
especially effective in provid- 
ing a range of health care 
services to rural, under-serv- 
iced areas. 

Board member Crichton 
Harrop said, “We've visited 
several rural Community 
Health Centres: we’ve been 
impressed with the way the 
Centres respond to a variety 
of needs. This includes pri- 
mary health care delivered by 
salaried doctors and nurse 
practitioners, health promo- 
tion, physiotherapy. clinics 
for specific diseases, and 
other services specific to the 
needs of each, individual 
community.” 

Another member of the 
Work Group, Dave Schultz, 
has been working with the 
Medical Board for over a 
year, gathering community 
support for the development 
of a Community Health Cen- 
tre in Madoc. Schultz says, 
“We'll be looking for input 
from the citizens of central 
Hastings through a household 
survey. Through this survey, 
we’ ll be seeking views about 
what health care services are

“Schools, hospitals, me- 
dia, social service agencies, 
government representatives 
... you name it, it’s in here!”, 
explains Simon Ladell, Vol- 
unteer ~& Information 
Quinte’s (VIQ) new Infor- 
mation Co-ordinator. Ladell 
has a big job ahead of him, 
updating and publishing the 
next edition of VIQ’s popu- 
lar Community Key, a direc- 
tory of services for Hastings 
& Prince Edward. 

Ladell says that the Com- 
munity Key will be the great- 
est challenge he faces in the 
first few months in his new 
position. “Our enure com- 
munity information database 
is updated annually to pub- 
lish each edition of the Com- 
munity Key. It’s a handy 
publication used daily by 
every human service 
worker, so I would encour- 
age every organization to call 
969-8862 to ensure that their 
group is listed accurately.” 

The directory contains 
information on community 
services ranging from emer- 
gency accomodations and 
supports, to women’s serv- 
ices. The directory also con- 
tains government reps. 
childcare services, clubs and 
associations, employment 
supports, ethnic and cultural 
organizations, and sports and 
recreation information. It 
provides quick lists of hos- 
pitals, schools, United Way 
member agencies, churches, 
media, volunteer centres, 
and community information 


centres. 

_ “Though the directory fo- 
cuses on local information, 
it also contains provincial 
and national contact infor- 
mation for some organiza- 
tions not found locally,” says 
Ladell. “And the directory 
is only the tip of the iceberg.

Remember that wiper 
blades have to contend with 
grime and grease, as well as 
with the hardening effects of 
aging.

Idling’s a problem 
- even in summer 


(NC)-It’s common knowledge that idling a vehicle is a 
wasteful and destructive habit-it burns fuel but gets us 
nowhere, all the time generating unnecessary pollution. But 
you may be surprised to know that idling is a big problem 
in summer, as well as winter. 

A recent study suggests that during summer, Canadians 
voluntarily idle their vehicles for a combined total of more 
than 46 million minutes per day-equivalent to one vehicle 
idling for 89 years. If every driver of a light-duty vehicle in 
Canada avoided idling for just five minutes per day, we 
would prevent more than 1.4 million tonnes of carbon di- 
oxide from entering the atmosphere. 

As a rule of thumb, if you are going to be stopped for 
10 seconds or more, except in traffic, turn the engine off. 
You’ll save money and your vehicle won’t be producing 
harmful emissions of carbon dioxide, the principal green- 
house gas that-is contributing to climate change.

ONTARIO GOVERNMENT

The Ontario Public Service Employees Union (OPSEU) is currently on 
strike. The Government of Ontario has made a reasonable and responsible 
offer that is fair to employees and taxpayers, including an across-the-board 
wage increase of 1.95 per cent in each of three years and increases to address 
wage disparities in key occupational groups by offering ambulance/commu- 
nication dispatchers and scientists an additional increase of eight per cent 
and nurses an additional-increase of 10 per cent. 


It is not possible to predict how long this disruption of public services will 
continue, however, the government remains available to resume meaningful 
negotiations at any time.

Madoc Receives $40,000 


Trillium Foundation Grant 
Health Needs Study To Begin Soon 


This past Tuesday, March 
19", The Centre Hastings 
Medical Centre Board had 
something to cheer about for 
a change. The Ontario 
Trillium Foundation an- 
nounced on Tuesday the ap- 
proval of a $40,000 grant to 
Madoc for the Health Needs 
Assessment project. The 
grant was realized because 
of combined community ef- 
fort. Community members, 
local municipal govern- 
ments, and the Medical Cen- 
tre Board all worked together 
to make it a reality. 

John Atkinson who 
Chairs the Needs Assess- 
ment Work Group said, “The 
generous funding of $40,000 
will provide the opportunity 
to examine what health serv- 
ices are presently being pro- 
vided ... and what health 
services are needed within 
the communities of central 
Hastings. It’s the goal of the 
Medical Centre to gather rel- 
evant information, and with 


community and political sup-* 


port, to put forward a pro- 
posal to the Southeastern 
Ontario District Health 
Council, and the Ministry of 
Health for the development 
of aCommunity Health Cen- 
tre.” 
The Medical Board has 


determined that the most ef- 
fective ‘model of health care 
delivery would be a Commu- 
nity Health Centre. There are 
a number of them around the 
province, and they've proven 
especially effective in provid- 
ing a range of health care 
services to rural, under-serv- 
iced areas. 

Board member Crichton 
Harrop said, “We've visited 
several rural Community 
Health Centres; we've been 
impressed with the way the 
Centres respond to a variety 
of needs. This includes pri- 
mary health care delivered by 
Salaried doctors and nurse 
practitioners, health promo- 
tion, physiotherapy. clinies 
for specific diseases, and 
other services specific to the 
needs of each, individual 
community.” 

Another member of the 
Work Group, Dave Schultz, 
has been working with the 
Medical Board for over a 
year, gathering community 
support for the development 
of a Community Health Cen- 
tre in Madoc. Schultz says, 
“We'll be looking for input 
from the citizens of central 
Hastings through a household 
survey. Through this survey, 
we'll be seeking views about 
what health care services are 


needed here.” 

He went oui to sav that 
the Board will be holding 
community meetings 
throughout the area, inviting 
the public to attend and make 
their views known. In ad- 
dition, the Board will meet 
with key health care provid- 
ers from the region to gather 
their input and support. 
Public meetings will be an- 
nounced in both local 
weekly papers. 

In the words of Chair 
John Atkinson, “It will be up 
to the citizens here in cen- 
tral Hastings to let us know 
clearly what their health 
concerns are, and how we 
must address these con- 
cerns, We're looking for- 
ward to great participation 
from young people, families, 
parents and seniors ... as 
well as all le¥els of govern- 
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ment... tohelp us make the “a= 
case for the best health care: »

Marmora - A British 
Columbia woman, Sharon 
Starkey, needs the help of 
Marmora Herald readers. 
In an e-mail from 
Shawnigan Lake, she asks: 
would any of your readers 
know of, or is; a descend- 
ant of the Johns family who 
once lived north of 
Marmora. I am looking for 
more information about the 
family of my great great 
grandparents, Bartholomew 
and Annabel Johns to com- 
plete the family history, she 
writes. 

Here is what Ms Starkey 
knows: in the early 1830s, 
David B. Johns and his sons 
Daniel, Solomon, 


“Bartholomew and David B., 


Jr. acquired 1000 acres of 
land in the Marmora area. 
They farmed the land but 
Bartholomew also had a 
sawmill on Beaver Creek. 

“One thing I would be in- 
terested in knowing more 
about is the sawmill on’Bea- 
ver Creek which may origi- 
nally have been the one 
owned by Bartholomew 
Johns, as noted in the 1851 
Ontario Directory. He was a 
brother-in-law of Sheldon 
Hawley, who had a mill in 
Stirling, and I suspect 
Sheldon was instrumental in 
Bartholomew and his broth- 
ers being involved in the tim- 
ber industry. There were 
many land transactions be- 
tween them. I am hoping 
someone in Marmora will 
know about this sawmill. 

“There was apparently a 
tragedy involving the 
drowning of two members 
of the family. I have not been 
able to find out about this 
but it may have had some- 
thing to do with the logging 
operation, as I believe they 
ran logs on Beaver Creek.” 

Bartholomew Carley 
Johns, Sr. and his wife, 
Annabel Jane (Chisholm) 
Johns were Ms Starkey’s 
great great grandparents. 
They had a home built for 
them on their-property near 
Beaver Creek about 1837 and 
raised their family there. 
Bartholomew, a Justice of 
the Peace like his brother 
Solomon, died in 1859 but 
Annabel lived until 1902, 
operating the family farm 
with the help of some of her 
sons. 

By the time of the 1901 
census, most of 
Bartholomew and Annabel’s 
children had moved away, 
leaving their son David Dan- 
iel with his wife, Clara, and 
family on one part of the 
farm, and their son 
Murchison Chisholm Johns 
and his wife, Annie, and son 
at the family homestead, 
with Annabel living there. 

Alexander, his wife Sopia, 
and daughters Lillie and 
Mabel left the family farm in 
1892. His brothers ~ Solo- 
mon and Bartholomew, Jr. 
(my ancestor) had gone to 
Manitoba in the late 1870s to 
help ‘settle the west’. Two 
sisters, Susan and Nancy, 
married and moved away.

David Daniel Johns. wife 
Clara, children Nina, Archy 
and Harry. Murchison Johns, 
wife Annie, son Charles S. 
Johns (Charles and a Glen M. 
Johns were buried in the 
Marmora Cemetery in 
1934), and Sarah (Johns) 
Bleecker, her sons John, 

illiam and Charles, and her 
grandson Gilbert Bleecker 
were living in the Marmora 
area. 

Says Mrs. Starkey: “I 
have been actively research- 
ing my ancestors in the Johns 
family for some time. I have 
acquired data from land 
grants, census, church ar- 
chives, history books and 
family stories. As a result I 
have been able to write short 
biographies of my ancestors, 
piecing together their lives 
from the date. They were 
settlers of Ontario after the 
American Revolution in 
which they fought in the 
King’s Rangers, a provincial 
corps unit attached to the 
British Army. Lieutenant 
Solomon Johns was ‘one of 
the founders of Ontario, set- 
ting in Elizabethtown, now 
Brockville’.” 

A local amateur genealo- 
gist, Bonnie Cole, has been 
contacted by Ms Starkey 
and provided her what infor- 
mation she had available. 


April 22-28 Pitch- 


Approximately 42 tons of 
debris were hauled from 
Ontario beaches and shore- 
lines during PITCH-IN 
Canada’s shoreline clean up, 
held as part of 2001 Pitch- 
In Canada Week according 
to statistics compiled by 
Pitch-In Canada, the national 
non-profit voluntary organi- 
zation that sponsors the an- 
nual Pitch-In Canada Week 
campaign. 

“An estimated 267 km. of 
Ontario shoreline was 
cleaned up by more than 
19,000 garbologists who 
were part of 223 Pitch-In 
teams of volunteers who 
bagged around 42 tons of 
debris. Volunteers also 
picked up tons of large dis- 
carded items such as tires, 
car parts, bicycle parts, 
wood and other debris,” says 
Valerie Thom, program man- 
ager of Pitch-In Ontario, 
adding, “And that’s not 
counting the hundreds of 
items, including appliances, 
crates, construction material 
and other items that were too 
Heavy to move.” 

Saying that cleaning up 
Ontario’s shorelines will con- 
tinue to be a major compo- 
nent of Pitch-In Canada 
Week to be held April 22-28, 
2002, Thom adds that “‘it’s 
amazing how much debris 
and other pollutants wind up 
in Canada’s waterways, pos- 
ing a threat to fish and wild- 
life habitat and the environ- 
ment.” 

Illegal dumping and beach 
parties were reported by 
many Pitch-In teams as the

“In addition, our teams fre- 
quently found debris left by 
hikers, campers and picnic 
goers,” says Thom. “Indus- 
trial waste, and in particular 
construction waste, and 
household appliances were 
also evident at many clean up 
sites.” 

Several of the Pitch-In 
teams collected massive 
amounts of debris. Topping 
the list was the Hespeler 
Healthy Community Asso- 
ciation. According to Sandy 
Forsyth, team coordinator, 
the group collected 95 bags 
of debris from the shores of 
the Speed River plus 2,100- 
kg. of scrap metal, for al- 
most four tons of debris in 
total. 

John Dunlop, coordinator 
for Scouts Canada’s troop in 
Pickering reported collecting 
90 bags of debris from the 
shores of Lake Ontario. In 
Sudbury, the Trailsmen Rod 
and Gun Club collected 62 
bags of waste, 72 tires and 
various other items includ- 
ing appliances and mat- 
tresses. The makeup of the 
debris collected was 29 per 
cent paper, 22 percent plas- 
tic, 9 per cent glass and 8 
percent metal; 31 per cent of 
the waste collected was clas- 
sified as ‘other’ and included 
wood and forms of debris. 

When asked to describe 
some of the waste they had 
collected. Pitch-In volun- 
teers reported finding stolen 
goods, oil running into a lake, 
toilet bowls, a microwave 
oven, a total of 81 shopping 
carts, a computer chair, a

If your vehicle requires an emissions 
test, take it to an accredited Drive Clean 
facility.

Brake Problems 


Q&A 


Q. When I apply my 
brakes they don’t respond 
immediately. 

A. This may be an indi- 
cation that your brakes are 
not working properly. If you 
have disc brakes, your 
calipers are probably sticky. 
(The caliper is the cast iron 
mechanism that applies and 
releases the disc pads that 
stops your Car.) 

Q. I have to press very 
hard on my brakes, before 
my car stops. 

A. Your brake booster 
may be defective and need 
replacing. (The booster helps 
your foot to stop the car. 
Without the vacuum booster 
you would need 30 Ibs. of 
pressure rather than 10 Ibs. 
of weight to stop your car.) 

Q. My daughter says she 
hears loud, grinding or 


scraping noises when she 
tries to stop the car. 

A. It sounds like her disc 
pads or brake shoes may be 
worn out. They should be 
cleaned, serviced and likely, 
replaced. 

Q. If I apply my brakes 
and my car pulls to the right, 
what’s wrong? 

A. This may indicate that 
one of the calipers has seized. 
Be- sure to check for low 
pressure. 

It is recommended that 
you check your brakes twice 
a year. Spring is the best 
time to start. With prompt 
attention to problems you 
can save money by simply 
replacing worn out brake 
parts or cleaning sullied 
mechanisms, instead of buy- 
ing and installing new 
brakes.

scoreless but Brown opened the scoring early in the sec- 
ond. The Gophers knotted the score on a powerplay eight 
minutes later. 

The Bears added a powerplay marker of their own less 
than a minute later with Turner and Courtney Johnston 
setting up Insalaco for what proved to be the game win- 
ner. 

Brown’s second place finish was their second in the 
five-year history of the women’s Frozen Four. 

The Bears and Bulldogs fought evenly throughout the 
game with Brown’s vaunted defence holding their ground 


‘solidly for most of the contest. It was an uncharacteristic 


failure to clear the puck that led to Minnesota’s third goal. 

Before that goal, it was Brown that commanded most 
of the action in a free-flowing game which featured the 
same “Torpedo” offence that was used by Mats Sundin 
and Team Sweden at the Salt Lake City Olympics. 

The two teams combined for 66 shots on net -- the 
third most in NCAA history. 

Brown scored first midway through the first period on 
a goal by tourney MVP Kristy Zamora of Oshawa but the 
Bulldogs struck back with a shot that bounced off the post 
and Dreyer’s stick before finding the back of the net. 
Zamora tied the game at 2-2. 

She and her Brown team-mates tried valiantly to get the 
third goal but couldn't. 

Brown had a wonderful season. After shrugging off a 
slow 6-6-1 start, the team posted a 19-1-1 record down 
the stretch that included the ECAC North title and a berth 
in the national final. 

Campbellford’s Cassie Turner was unanimously selected 
as the Ivy Leagues’s top defender and the co-captain was 
a big reason the team made it to the Frozen Four. 

MVP Zamora, playing her final game for Brown, had 
this to say about the match: “That was one of the best 
games I've ever played in. It was physical, it was fast. 
You can’t ask for anything more. Everyone was leaving it 
all on the ice. This was the last game of the year -- the last 
game of some people’s careers.” 

Several players on the Minnesota-Duluth squad played 
for the U.S. team at the Salt Lake City Olympics and their 
coach, Shannon Miller, coached Team Canada at the 
Nagano Olympics. 

Margot Paige, coach of the Niagara Purple Eagles, was 
CBC’s colour commentator at Salt Lake City. 

Ms. Miller and Brown coach Digit Murphy both agreed 
that the quality of women’s collegiate hockey in the U.S. is 
astonishing. They think the NCAA should look at expand- 
ing the tournament as it narrows down the finalists for the 
Frozen Four. 

Dartmouth, the team Brown beat to win the ECAC title, 
was good enough to have won the championship, Ms. 
Murphy noted following the game. 

Ms. Murphy also expressed dismay that big universities 
like Michigan, Michigan State and Boston University -- all 
schools with top-ranked men’s hockey programs -- do not 
field a women’s hockey team.

‘ 
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Canadians at Vimy Ridge will be rem 
on its 85‘ anniversary - a terrible hist 


April 9, 2002 will mark 
the 85" anniversary of the 
Batile of Vimy Ridge. This 
milestone provides an op- 
portunity to recognize 
those who fought and died 
in this battle and to relate 
this early part of Canadian 
history to the Canada we 
enjoy today. 

When war broke out in 
Europe in August 1914. 
Canada was a nation of less 
than seven million persons, 
and although it controfled its 
internal affairs. at the iter 
national level it was legally a 
colony of the T'nited King 
dom. When, England de- 
clared war, Canada was au- 
tomatically at war. At the 
same time, Canada’s military 
forces were very small and 
iil eqhipped: the regular army 
Was only 2.100 strong. and 
the part-time Militia was 
larger but was almost com- 
pletely untrained. Despite 
this, the national enthusias- 
tically supported the 
‘mother country’. and 
within two months the First 
Canadian Division was on its 
way to fight in Europe. 

During this period, the 
war in the west raged across 
Belgium and France, but the 
French and British suc- 
ceeded in turning back the 
German onslaught. An im- 
passe developed, and both 
sides turned to trench war- 


A delegation from the 
Marmora & District Lions 
Club wasted their time at 
Council March 19 while 
Reeve Bennett said absolutely 
nothing in response to our 
concerns regarding filth and 
mismanagement of the Com- 
munity Center. The remain- 
der of Council sat, stone- 
faced, like placid sheep while 
the Reeve stated that he 
could not discuss our issues 

even though that is exactly 
what they have been doing 
in private ‘in camera’ ses- 
sions. Our club records and 
correspondence are available 
for public viewing. What 
have they got to hide? 

It was our hope that the 
Municipality would honour 
its contact with us. However, 
because we had the nerve 16 
send a letter from our law- 
yer (who is working for 
nothing) aftei we were 
locked out of the Lions Hall 
with no notice, Council 
seems determined to force 
us into a legal battle through 
the courts. , 

For years, under Lions 
management, local non- 
profit groups used the hall at 
no charge and, if a 
fundraiser was held, Lions 
volunteered their time and, 
in some cases, split bar prof- 
its with local groups. The 
Municipality seems to have 
changed its tune regarding 
operating the bar themselves 
and Bennett now says that 
“other local groups” should 


fare to increase the chances 
of survival for their troops. 
At this point the German 
Army took control of one of 
the few dominant features in 
the relatively flat area of 
northern France — Vimy 
Ridge. It stood 61 metres 
about the Douai Plain,.and 
from its heights the Germans 
dominated the terrain for 
many kilometres around, and 
threatened allied control of 
the entire region almost as 
far as the English Channel. 

Throughout 1915 and 
1916, first the French and 
then the British tried to seize 
the Ridge. In 1915, the 
French almost succeeded, 
but were thrown back by the 
Germans with terrible 
losses. The British in their 
turn tried, and in many places 
exploded huge mines under 
the German lines to clear the 
way for their troops, but they 
too did not succeed. The 
Germans ‘held firm to the 
crest and built yet stronger 
defenses. 

Baptism of fire 

In the meantime, the Ca- 
nadians were learning the 
ways of soldiering through 
bloody experience. The First 
Canadian Division had its 
major baptism of fire in April 
and May 1915 at Ypres in 
Belgium, where the Germans 


‘first used gas to destroy the 


allied forces. The Canadians

stood firm, even stretching 
their line to cover the part of 
the front where French co- 
lonial troops had been 
routed. It was a proud if 
costly moment in Canadian 
military history. ; 

During the winter 1915- 
16, the Canadian Expedition- 
ary Force expanded to three 
divisions, and the Canadian 
Corps came into being. In 
the spring of 1916, com- 
mand of the Corps was 
turned over to Lieutenant- 
General Julian Byng, a no- 
nonsense British officer who 
soon learned to respect the 
Canadians, while they 
learned to respect him. 

The major battle on the 
British part of the western 
front that year was fought 
near the Somme River, and 
from September to Novem- 
ber the three Canadian divi- 
sions fought a series of ac- 
tions in that five-month-long 
battle. That year a fourth 
Canadian division was 
formed, and in November 
had its first major experience 
of battle at the Somme. 
When it joined the Canadian 
Corps, that formation was 
up to its full strength. 

After leaving the Somme, 
the Canadians took over the 
front line at Vimy Ridge and 
started to prepare for a ma- 
jor assault the next spring. 
Throughout the winter, the

Canadians studied the battle- 
field and trained for the 
upcoming assault. Behind the 
lines, a replica of the Ridge 
was created, using white 
tape and flag markers. Each 
battalion walked through its 
plan of attack until every 
soldier knew the land in de- 
tail and exactly what he was 
to do. The Canadians also 
dug tunnels into No Man’s 
Land, not to explode mines 
but so that many of the at- 
tacking troops could start 
their assault near the enemy 
lines, fresh and without hav- 
ing suffered casualties. 

Assault begins 

On March 20, 1917, the 
Canadians began a heavy 
bombardment. It went on 
for days, severely weaken- 
ing the German front lines 
and artillery positions. On 
April 2, the concentration of 
firepower was increased 
even more. The Germans 
called the seven days that 
followed “the week of suf- 
fering.” Finally, at dawn on 
Easter Monday, April 9; the 
Canadians attacked. 

With a creeping barrage 
before them and a driving 
snow and sleet storms at 
their backs, four Canadian 
divisions surged forward 
over the shell-torn ground. 
The Canadians swept up and 
over the Ridge. By mid-af- 
ternoon, the Germans re-

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just a colony. It was one of 
the major. contributors to the 
allied victory. When the 
peace talks were held at Ver- 


‘sailles in 1919, Canada had 


its own representative. When 
the League of Nations was 
formed shortly thereafter, 
Canada had its own seat. And 
in 1931, Canada gained its 
final and complete independ- 
ence from the United King- 
dom when the Statute of 
Westminster gave it com- 
plete control over its own 
foreign affairs. 

In Canada after the war, 
the impact of Vimy Ridge did 
not decline. It became the 
symbol of Canadian ability on 
the battlefield ‘and of Cana- 
da’s contribution to the al- 
lied cause. Canada had come 
of age. 

In the 1920s, when it was 
decided to build a major me- 
morial in France to mark 
Canada’s sacrifice in the First 
World War, there was no 
question as to where it should 
be. A magnificent memorial 
was built in the Canadian 
Park on Hill 145. On the 
Memorial's walls are the 
names of more than 11,000 
Canadians who died in 
France during the First 
World War and have no 
known grave. Another me- 
morial at Ypres commemo- 
rates the nearly 7,000 Cana- 
dians who died in similar cir- 
cumstances in Belgium. The 
Vimy Memorial was conse- 
crated in 1936, and stands 
to this day as a powerful 
image towering over the 
French countryside. Around 
it lay dozens of Canadian 
cemeteries, some within 
metres and others only a few 
kilometres away. 

These words appear in 
French and in English on the 
Canadian National Vimy Me- 
morial at Vimy Ridge: 

TO THE VALOUR OF 
THEIR COUNTRYMEN 
IN THE GREAT WAR 
AND IN MEMORY OF 
THEIR SIXTY THOU- 
SAND DEAD THIS 
MONUMENT IS RAISED 
BY THE PEOPLEOF 
CANADA. 

The land for the battlefield 
park, 250 acres in extent, 
was “‘the free gift in perpe- 
tuity of the French nation to 
the people of Canada”. 
Eleven thousand tonnes of 
concrete and masonry were 
required for the base of the 
Memorial and 5,500 tonnes 
of ‘trau’ stone were brought 
from Yugoslavia for the py- 


lons and the sculptured fig- . 


ures. Construction of the 
massive work began in 1925 
and 11 years late, on July 26, 
1936, King Edward VIII un- 
veiled the monument. 

It is from one of these 
cemeteries that an unknown 
Canadian soldier, known only 
unto God, was selected to 
return home and represent 
the tens of thousands of Ca- 
nadians who have lost their 
lives in war. The Unknown 
Soldier lies in the place of 


honour in front of the Na-. 


tional War Memorial in Ot- 
tawa.
